(a) The following fees shall be paid to the Patent
Office under this chapter:

1. On filing each original application for registra-
tion of a mark in each class, $35.

2. On filing each application for renewal in each
class, $25; and on filing cach application for re-
newal in each class after expiration of the registra-~
tion, an additional fee of $5.

3. On filing an affidavit under section 1058(a) of
this title or section 1058(b) of this title for each
class, $10.

4, On filing each petition for the revival of an
abandoned application, $15.

5. On filing opposition or application for cancel-
lation for each class, $25.

6. On appeal from the examiner in charge of the
registration of marks to the Trademark Trial and
Appeal Board for each class, $25.

7. For issuance of a new certificate of registration
following change of ownership of a mark or correc-
tion of a registrant’s mistake, $15.
